Huggins Hospital has served Wolfeboro and 
adjacent communities since 1907 when it was open- 
ed in a home on South Main Street. In 1924 the 
familiar brick building was dedicated, and in 1950 
the three-story patient wing was added. A diagnostic 
wing built in 1958 added space for the X-ray De- 
partment and the Clinic Room. 


During 1971, the Hospital has been building 
a carefully planned addition using funds from en- 
dowments, a federal grant, and gifts of more than 
$800,000 received from people in the communities 
served by the Hospital. 














The new wings will house all 82 inpatient beds, 
including an intensive care unit, a convalescent and 
continuing care wing, pediatric and maternity 
areas; also a new kitchen and dining rooms, a lobby 
and coffee shop. Extensive renovation of the exist- 
ing building will create a new laboratory, new 
physical therapy facility, coordinated administrative 
area, and expanded areas for X-ray and the very 
busy Emergency Department.

until the evening meeting: motion seconded by Jackson H. Emery. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moder- 
ator. Balloting took place from 10:00 AM to 6 PM at which time 
Osborne H. Abbott made the motion that the meeting adjourn to 
reconvene at Kingswood Regional High School at 7:00 P. M. to 
consider the remaining Articles contained in the Warrant.

7:00 P. M. The meeting was called to order by Robert F. 
Thurrell, at which time John G. Metcalf made the motion to 
refrain from reading the entire Warrant, but read each Article 
as it is acted upon; seconded by Charles E. Foss, Jr. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise.

Finance Act (Chapter 33 of N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated 
and any amendments thereto) payment to be made from the 
general funds of the Town. (This Article recommended by the 
Budget Committee). Motion was made by Charles Foss to adapt 
Article 17 as read, seconded by Donald Brookes. Discussion fol- 
lowed with Kent Lauber, Russell Claflin, Russell Chase, Gordon 
Reade, Paul Furnee, Forrest Durkee, Dr. Lawrence Toms, John 
McDermott, and John Waters taking part. It was adopted by a 
24 voice vote in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 
Motion was made to amend the article to read “repayment out 
of Water and Sewer earnings” seconded, voice vote was in the 
negative. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the construction and equipment of a sewage treat- 
ment plant, a sum not to exceed $600,000.00 in Serial Bonds or 
Notes under and in compliance with the provisions of the Munici- 
pal Finance Act (Chapter 33 of the N. H. Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated and any amendments thereto), the payment of $540,000.00 
of said Bonds or Notes to be made by the State of New Hamp- 
shire with reimbursement by a Federal grant in the amount of 
$300,000.00 and the remaining baiance of said Bonds or Notes 
($60,000.00) to be paid by the Town of Wolfeboro. (This Article 
recommended by the Budget Committee.) Motion made by John 
Ballard, seconded by Forest Durkee to accept Article 18 as read. 
Voice was a 24 vote in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator. 


ARTICLE 14. Article 14, postponed until now was then open 
for voting. Jane Quimby made a motion to accept Article 14 as 
read, seconded. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared 
by the Moderator. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint the Town Manager to also be Collector 
of Taxes. (This Article to be voted upon by printed ballots used 
for Town Officers and not at the Town Meeting). 


“Shall the powers and duties of the Office of Collector of 
Taxes be transferred from said office to that of Town Manager ?” 
(In the event this Article shall pass, it shall become effective 
with the expiration of the incumbent Tax Collector’s term of 
office.) This Article voted by printed ballot resulted as follows: 
412 Yes 307 No. Result: The Town Manager will be appointed 
Tax Collector. 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will establish a contin- 
gency fund of $10,000.00 to meet the cost of unanticipated ex- 
nenses that may arise during the year. A detailed report of all 
expenditures from the contingency fund shall be made by the 
Selectmen and published with the report. (This Article recom- 
mended by the Budget Committee.) A motion was made by 
Charles Foss and seconded to adopt article 20 as read. An 
amendment in the form of the following motion “expenditures 
to be referred to the Budget Committee for approval’ was pre- 
sented and seconded. Vote on the Amendment was in the affir- 
mative. Voice vote on Article 20 as amended was in the affirma- 
tive and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 7. Article 7 postponed until all other articles per- 
taining to money were acted upon was presented for action. A mo- 
tion was made by Dr. Lawrence 8. Toms to adopt Article 7 as read, 
seconded. John McDermott made a motion to amend the Article 
“That the amount of $2,850.00 be added to the amount shown for 
Town Officers’ Salaries and to the total budget to restore the 
amount provided for the salary of the Tax Collector to a total 
of $3,750.00, seconded, voice vote was in the negative. Mr. 
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McDermott then asked for a standing vote. Result cf the 
standing vote was 131 in favor of the amendment 118 against.

REPORT ON TOWN DUMPING FACILITIES AT HYDE HILL 
AND THEIR EFFECT ON THE TOTAL ENVIRONMENT 


Wolfeboro’s dump at Hyde Hill is an open burning dump. It 
is open because the wastes are not covered daily as in sanitary 
landfill operations, and burning because periodically fires are 
deliberately set in an effort to reduce the solid waste. It is the 
kind of dump which the Air Pollution Control] Commission intends 
to eliminate in New Hampshire by establishing termination 
dates for open dump burning based on a community’s popula- 
tion. For Wolfeboro that termination date is July 1, 1974. 


The main problem caused by any open burning dump is 
present at Hyde Hill. That problem is the threat of disease to 
humans and the deterioration of their environment through ro- 
dents, insects, birds, air pollutants and water contamination. 


Though the town hires professional exterminators, there 
are rats at the Hyde Hill dump because it is not possible to 
eliminate vermin from any open working dump. Disease bearing 
insects are also present. In addition gulls and other scavenger 
birds feed on the wastes and then fly to the nearby water sources 
of the reservoir and Sargent Pond. Air pollutants, such as gases 
and noxious fumes, are released through burning and can be 
harmful to the human respiratory tract. Finally, due to its prox- 
imity to surface water and underground springs, water con- 
tamination is an ever present possibility. Personal inspection and 
movies of the dump have revealed many of these problems and 
also clearly demonstrated the visual pollution of an open burning 
dump. 


Our selectmen have done what they could to reduce these 
health hazards through the use of professional exterminators, 
on-site supervision and the building of a dyke between the dump 
and the nearby stream. This committee, while approving these 
measures, wishes to stress the fact that no open burning dump 
can be made safe for humans and their environment whatever 
methods are employed. 


At the suggestion of the selectmen, this committee then 
continued its investigation ‘by having the present site evaluated 
and by looking into possible alternatives to open burning. This 
committee, the selectmen and Mr. Krapp met with Thomas 
Sweeney, New Hampshire’s Director of Solid Waste Management. 
Mr. Sweeney examined Hyde Hill and one other possible site. 
He felt that analysis of the soil at Hyde Hill and its proximity 
to water would make choice of another site necessary. Mr. Met- 
calf, Mr. Krapp and this committee then attended two solid 
waste disposal conferences in Laconia and Concord. Types of 
solid waste disposal discussed included sanitary landfill, incin- 
eration, composting, recycling, grinding, bailing and liquid waste 
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pulping. Though several methods such as recycling have tremen- 
dous potential, they are still in the experimental stage, very 
expensive and can only be done in conjunction with other methods. 
Recommended as having the least adverse effect upon the en- 
vironment and as being the most economically feasible, was the 
sanitary landfill method of solid waste disposal. With this method 
wastes are packed down and covered with soil daily. 


Our present dump is outmoded, too small and will soon be 
illegal. It is a threat to the health of our community. It is, 
therefore, the recommendation of this committee that a new 
site be found and that sanitary landfill be the method chosen 
for disposal of Wolfeboro’s solid wastes.

To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to negotiate with Paul Hatch and Mobil Oil Co., for land at the 
movie theatre site and rear of Stanard’s Mobil Station for use 
as public Town parking areas. Said areas would be properly 
conditioned, tarred and striped for maximum parking by the 
Town. The property tax on the land used for such parking area 
would be abated and payment of $1 per year for rental would 
be made. The estimated cost to fully prepare these lots as parking 
areas 4 $2000. (This Article recommended by the Budget Com- 
mittee 


ARTICLE 18. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether 
the amendments of the Constitution proposed by the 1971 session 
of the General Court shall be approved. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the amend- 
ment to the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance proposed 
by the Planning Board. 


ARTICLE 20. To take the sense of the qualified voters as to 
when licenses are issued for public functions under RSA Chapters 
105 and 286; for the Town to institute a fee to cover the cost 
of additional Police protection as authorized by State Statutes. 
This cost is currently being defrayed by Town appropriations 
to the Police Department. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will authorize the purchase 
of the Sidewalk Plow for $7,300. There will be a pro/rate rental 
eredit of $2,300 authorized by the Budget Committee in 1971, 
leaving a balance of $5,000 to be paid by 1972 appropriation.

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BUDGET COMMITTER’S REPORT 


The Budget Committee has reviewed the budget requests 
of all departments. All town Employees have been granted the 
4.4% cost of living increase. In general terms, appropriations 
have been held to minimal increases resulting in a 1% or 
$12,075 48 increase in the amount to be raised by taxes. 


During the committees discussions, it was made aware of 
the increased efficiency in all departments. It was of partic- 
ular note in the Water and Sewer Department which had a cash 
surplus this past fiscal year.

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the Information Booth, not the taxpayers. The Lakes Region 
Association formula for assessment is based on valuation which 
has inereased appreciably, but there has been no visible increase 
in service. Secondly, the taxpayer should be wary of promoting 
a town which has serious water pressure and Sewage problems, 
a high tax rate, and a crowded school system. 


he Budget Committee wishes to express its appreciation to 
Town Manager Guy Krapp and the Board of Selectmen for the 
business-like presentation of the budget requests. It is only a 
hope that the detractors from the Town Manager form of 
Government could obtain first hand knowledge of its function.

SELECTMEN’S PROGRESS REPORT 


1971 should be remembered for two special items of progress; 
(1) the Town had its’ first Town Manager and (2) the Town 
Offices were consolidated and renovated. 


Guy L. Krapp reported on the job April 5th, and spent the 
rest of the year mainly in learning about the community, its’ 
people and Town operations. On November 15, he also became 
our Tax Collector due to Mrs. Evelyn Abbott’s request that she 
resign early for the mutual benefit of herself and the Town. 


Guy Krapp and H. E. Erickson, as a team, designed and 
supervised the renovation of the Town Offices and did a fine 
job of it. Hillside Kitchens was the only bidder and completed 
the job ahead of schedule and in a most SeUstet aoe manner. 
Open House was held on September 10, and the unanimous opinion 
of the hundred plus visitors, was one of approval. 


The sidewalk to Kingswood High School was partially built 
with funds which had been appropriated in 1964. Funds to com- 
plete the sidewalk are in the 1972 budget. 


In December, we received delivery of a sidewalk snow plow. 
At this writing, it has performed satisfactorily and many favor- 
able comments have been received about the snow cleaned side- 
walks. 

The 1970-71 winter created some ice damage at our Town 
Docks. Better equipment was purchased to keep open water in 
front of the Docks in an effort to keep ice damage to a minimum. 


The over-hanging roof around the Youth Center building 
was an accident hazard and was torn down. By now most people 
have grown accustomed to the new look and contrary to original 
thinking, many believe it is actually an improvement. 


New signs were installed in the Dockside and Business Dis- 
trict, related to parking and mooring restrictions, as well as 
advising pedestrians to use cross walks. Many new full stop and 
speed limit signs were also installed. 


A five year lease with a renewal option was signed with 
Bailey’s Restaurant for the Dockside operation. All alteration 
and maintenance work is now done by the lessee with prior 
approval of the Selectmen. The building received a major over- 
haul beforé opening the 1971 season and it turned out to be a 
vast improvement, both inside and outside. 


The parking lot behind the Town Hall, as well as an area 
at the end of Glendon Street, were graded, tarred and striped 
to create better parking facilities for employees and visitors to 
the Town Offices and Library and for boat trailers.and cars at 
the end of Glendon Street. 
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The first years’ disbursements of a $10,000.00 Contingency 
Fund was for (a) $3,320 payment of Town membership to the 
Lakes Regional Planning Commission, which hired a Director 
and became an active organization. Approval of a certified 
Regional Planning Commission is a future requirement for Fed- 
eral Funds and it is important that we belong. (b) $2,500 was 
approved to rent the new sidewalk snow plow for five (5) months, 
(c} $2,500 approved for continuing work on the Tax Map so 
it will be completed as soon as possible and (d) $1,000 to pay 
for Aqua-Therms to keep the Town Docks ice free. 


No road construction was programmed for the year. Instead, 
efforts were directed toward road maintenance, such as replac- 
ing old culverts, cutting and sloping shoulders and ditches, scrap- 
ing, tarring, etc. 


A booklet including all Town Ordinances was made avail- 
able for all residents. Copies are available at the Town Office, 
as well as the Police and Fire Departments. 


The purchase of Miss Doris Butt’s property, South Main 
Street (opposite the Hospital) was consummated for $17,000 
as a new building site for future use by the Fire and Police De- 
partments and the Rescue Squad, when plans are prepared and 
costs approved by the Town. 


Again, in cooperation with the Blake Folsom Fund, a $10 
Christmas dinner gift card was presented to 69 individuals or 
families. The surplus food program was transferred to the Bell 
Shop, Lehner Street, from the old baggage building behind the 
Youth Center, which was torn down as it was no longer usable. 


Arrangements were made with the State Adjutant General’s 
office to lease, for Town use, the National Guard Armory Build- 
ing, Middleton Road, for $1 a year. In 1976 the building will 
revert back to the Town at no cost, providing the Department 
of Defense has no further use for the building for military 
purposes. 


Street lights, similar to those installed in our new Town 
Park, were purchased for installation in Cate Park. They will be 
working shortly after the ground thaws this Spring. Our thanks 
to Sidney Smith who arranged the purchase and personally 
brought them to Wolfeboro from Boston as a public service. 


When the Town books were balanced, we obtained approval 
of the Budget Committee to transfer cash surplus funds to a 
Capital Reserve Fund per Article 9 approved at last Town Meet- 
ing. If the Town is successful in following this procedure yearly, 
it will provide funds for replacement of fire apparatus as re- 
quired, periodic replacement of the grader or other Highway 
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equipment and funds to. purchase modern and efficient billing 
and bookkeeping machines. This method does away with notes 
or bond issues and saves payment of related interest charges, 
Actually, the money in the fund is invested and draws interest.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
1971 


The year of 1971 was an average year with respect to the 
amount and character of the various illnesses and health situations. 
There were scattered cases of measles, mumps and chicken pox. 
Towards the end of the year cases of a flu-like respiratory in- 
fection occured. 


There was one case of a bat bite or scratch and the bat was 
proven to have rabies. Appropriate preventive injections were 
given. I believe that this is the first case of rabies found in a 
bat in this town although cases have occurred in neighboring 
areas. 


There has been an increase in venereal diseases but not to 
the extent found in the more urban areas. 


Pollution and Ecology still occupy a most important part 
of everyday living and we must remember that their control is 
not only a matter for the town and state sanitation agencies but 
represent the personal duty of every individual citizen. 


The Modernization program of Huggins Hospital represented 
mainly by the new building is nearing completion and it is ex- 
pected that occupancy will occur about mid April to May of 1972. 


Discussion of the health situation in Wolfeboro would not 
be complete without paying tribute or giving thanks to our Public 
Nursing personnel under the direction of Virginia Dolan, R. N. 
and to our very able Ambulance service operated by Denny Mc- 
Lean and to our very efficient and prompt Rescue Squad.

WOLFEBORO HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
Report of Wolfeboro Highway Department 1971 


The year 1971 was fulfilling the desires of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Budget Committee and the people of the Town 
of Wolfeboro by devoting as much of the year as possible to 
performing maintenance work which had not been completed 
in the past years. The Budget Committee approved the pur- 
chasing of the sizeable amount of culverts and drain pipe so 
that deteriorated and plugged culverts under the Town’s road- 
ways could be repaired or replaced. 


The appropriating of funds for tarring of Town roads, 
made possible the large mileage of roadways that were able 
to be tarred during the 1971 season. 


Replacing of culverts under Town roads and Town right-of- 
ways included 594 feet of 12” and 15” pipe which was located 
in many areas under (10) ten different roads. Even though 
these replacements might be considered sizeable, there are still 
many more roads that need this attention and it is hoped that 
progress will be made in this area in 1972. 


Having been provided sufficient money for tar and sand, a 
total of 8.5 miles of roadways were treated. This consisted of 
sections of fourteen (14) different roads throughout the Town. 


Another item of prime importance, was the cleaning of 
drainage ditches along the roads in Wolfeboro. Seven (7) major 
roads were completed in 1971 whereby the ditches were cleaned 
and an area now provided for water to travel without doing 
damage. 


Running true to form, the Street Department was called 
on at various times of the year to do jobs in areas where they 
had equipment knowledge to do other types of work. This con- 
sisted of extensive repair work on the Town Docks, labor and 
equipment to rebuild the parking lot in back of the Town Hall, 
and putting the surface on the Back Bay parking lot: 


The Department purchased a paint sprayer to paint traffic 
lines on roads and this saved considerable time on being able 
to provide the proper lines on crosswalks, parking areas and 
parking lots.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT - 1971 


The main line meter reading for the year 1971 was 
163,667,000 gallons of water used in Wolfeboro. This represents 
a decrease of 20,903,000 over last year. 


Throughout the year, two (2) 6” water mains broke be- 
cause of faulty installation where the pipe was laid on ledge. 
One of them installed in 1912, and the other in 1920. Two (2) 
mains were broken as a result of splitting on the 12” installed 
in 1964 and the other a 6” installed during 1971. 


The 12” pressure regulator at the Pine Hill Cemetery was 
completely overhauled and a dual control system installed pro- 
viding for better pressure control and hopefully, less maintenance. 
Also included was a new saw tooth disk which should give better 
control of pressure at low flows. The pressure relief valve at 
Mill Street, was also rebuilt during 1971. 


Because of deterioration, a new and larger concrete vault 
was built at the South Main Street Standpipe providing a safer 
and larger working area. 


The $105,000.00 voted at Town Meeting for a new 12” line 
from the Chlorinator to Beech Pond was not spent during 1971 
because the Selectmen and the Town Manager felt that the lines 
could be cleaned and in turn would receive more water for an 
undetermined period of time. It is understood that this would 
not be a cure or an unlimited supply of water in the future, but 
since other problems have arisen, such as having to treat all open 
water supplies, this would provide for the Town to make a more 
extensive determination before a decision is made. At present, 
the open water supply at Beech Pond is reasonably well pro- 
tected because of the area being controlled by the Water Depart- 
ment around the Pond. However, in the future it will have to 
be decided what sources of water the Town will be able to utilize, 
whether it will be open supply, wells, the big lake or a combina- 
tion of all. In the future, any new mains and improvements 
should depend on where this water supply will be located. Beech 
Pond is not an inexhaustible supply, but can be used far into 
the future even as an auxiliary supply. Presently, it overflows 
in the Winter months and the Spring.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT — 1971 


There was no major work done in this Department this year. 

The plans for the new treatment plant have been going back 
and forth between the engineer and the Water Supply and Pollu- 
tion Control Commission and as yet have not been approved. 
The engineers were here a number of times checking parts of 
the present system to see what, if any, part could be incorporated 
into the new plant. Hopefully, the plans will be approved by 
Town Meeting so we can give a date as to when construction 
will begin. In the meantime, we are doing the best we can with 
our present Imoff system. 


Our recording equipment, which broke down a couple of 
times this past year, give a reading of 124,177,745 gallons of 
sewage pumped in 1971. All of which, after treatment, was dump- 
ed inte the lake. We make chlorine tests every day and Concord 
checks it periodically. It’s harmless gluck! 


Almost every Spring the Department receives complaints 
of solid waste floating down Smith River. Where it comes from, 
this Department has no idea. It is impossible for anything to 
leave our plant in a solid state. It is put through a grinder be- 
fore it gets in the wet well and then through a pump and pushed 
almost a half mile to the Imoff tanks where it settles and the 
affluent runs off about a quarter of a mile to the Smith River. 


A larger impellor was installed on our big pump to increase 
its’ capacity. 


The following was performed on the Sewer system during 
1971: 
3 New Sewer Services Connected 
2 Services Disconnected (Buildings torn down) 
33 Plugged Services 
16 Plugged Mains 
3 Repairs to Manholes 
1 Frozen Service 


People are advised and cautioned not to flush any towels or 
tissues of wet, straight nature into the system as they will not 
break down and are a cause of many of the plugged services and 
mains. 

Sewer services are not to be used to drain flooded cellars 
or for sump pump connection. It is an added burden, besides be- 


ing illegal.

The figures readily show the areas of greatest increase in 
erimes. The northeastern area in which we live and the suburban 
areas of which the town of Wolfeboro is a part. These figures 
would point to the fact that the metropolitan areas of the country 
have bolstered their police forces to a large degree sending the 
criminal to the outlying areas to ply their trade. It is hoped that 
the smaller cities and towns, Wolfeboro being one, will be allow- 
ed to anticipate the needs of manpower in the future and further 
be allowed the money with which to operate in order to resist the 
inroads of the criminal and to make our town a safe place in 
which to live. That is the aim of your police department. 


There have been several notable changes in your police de- 
partment during the past year, the first being a new position 
of Inspector which has been filled with the hiring of Stanley 
Stevens. This position covers many areas, such as investigation 
of crimes reported, instructing the members in several types of 
schooling and also that of firearms instructor. Inspector Stevens 
is also available in town for speaking engagements and to the 
schools whenever the need arises to speak on police procedure. 

It should be noted in another portion of this report that the 
activities of this department greatly increased in the past year, 
with the exception of automobile: accidents. It is worthy of note 
that when other departments were reporting an increase of motor 
vehicle accidents, this department noted a DECREASE of 62 
accidents or a DECREASE of 38%. ° We would like to believe 
that the increase in motor vehicle arrests UP 75%, summonses 
issued, UP 40%, warnings issued; UP 90% and suspensions, 
UP.125%, have a direct relationship to the decrease in motor 
vehicle accidents. This is gond prevention. 


The department participated in two firearms instruction 
programs, one in the spring and another in the fall, have held 
weekly school sessions of two hours per week duration, the men 
donating their time in order to better equip themselves, attended 
various schools and seminars in various parts of the state on 
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specialized subjects and also participated in the Police Cadet 
program again this year, being allowed four cadets for 1971. 
This at total cost of $3,000.00 and the entire cost being borne 
by the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency. We 
hope to have this program available to us in 1972. The department 
was also the recipient of matching funds from the New Hamp- 
shire Highway Safety Agency, will soon be the recipient of 
$4,100.00 in matching funds from the Governor’s Commission 
to be applied toward the new position of Inspector and $3,587.00 
in matching funds from the same agency to be applied toward 
the new radio system which is expected to be implemented early 
in the year of 1972. 


The police station has been redesigned and space made avail- 
able for the offices of Inspector and Sergeant. This work was 
done at no cost to the town, the materials and labor being donated 
by the department and friends of the department. 


Because of the difficulty of obtaining blood tests in the case 
of persons operating under the influence of liquor and the neces- 
sary hours required by those taking the tests for court appear- 
ances, this department is in the process of acquiring a Breath- 
halyzer. This machine will be operated by members of this de- 
partment who will attend a one week school in Pembroke to 
qualify for the operation. This school is under the auspices of 
the New Hampshire Highway Safety Agency and there is no 
cost to the town for the instruction. 

A modest amount has been asked for the purchase of much 
needed equipment to be used in crime investigation and funds 
have also been asked for the purchase of a new cruiser to re- 
place the 1969 Plymouth which has a mileage of 113,995 miles. 
It is expected that the new vehicle will be a Plymouth and will 
be purchased through the State of New Hampshire. 

The filing system has been updated to a degree with more 
of the same in 1972. Many of the ideas have come from other 
departments with whom we have visited and whose filing systems 
have been updated. This will be a definite step forward and will 
make the task of F. B. I. reporting much easier and more 
aveurate. These reports are made monthly, quarterly and yearly. 

The past year has been one of transition from the former 
Commission form of government to that of the Town Manager 
form. This has been a much inore pleasant experience than we had 
anticipated and we find that Guy Krapp, the Town Manager 
is a most pleasant person with whom to work and we have had 
no difficulties. 

We wish to thank all those departments with whom we had 
the pleasure of working this past year which includes the town 
departments, as well as county and state and we look forward 
to serving the people of Wolfeboro in the coming years.

PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS DEPARTMENT 


The start of 1971 saw beautiful skiing conditions at Abenaki 
Ski Area and the best part of it was that it lasted right up to 
April 18th. The New Hampshire State Ski Meet was held at 
Abenaki and the Kingswood High School Ski Team won the 
State Championship. 


Many new cross country ski trails have been made through 
the woods around the ski area. The Kingswood Ski hut, as 
anticipated, turned out to be a most valuable facility. 


The Back Bay skating rink was slow in starting December 
1971 due to the rain and warm weather and the ground not being 
frozen. This year the Selectmen put the job for flooding and 
supervision of the skating rink out for bids and John Carville 
submitted the lowest bid. 


Plans are being considered to develop Back Bay field into a 
fine playground for all ages, providing a Little League ball field, 
hockey rink, outdoor basketball courts, play area for small child- 
ren with swings, see-saws, tether ball, volley ball and many 
other games and sports. It is hoped that plans may get under 
way in the Summer of 1972. 


The 1871 Summer Beach Program was again very success- 
ful, particularly the swimming program at Brewster Beach. 
More children (over 300) participated in the American Red Cross 
swimming program than any year in the past. Indication is that 
the 1972 Swimming Program will be greater than ever. 


Five parks were cared for in the usual manner of mowing 
and clipping. During the Summer of 1972 we hope to install new 
lights in Cate Park in keeping with the lights in the new Town 
Park. 


The Tennis Program was a tremendous success. It started 
on duly 6th, with over 90 boys and girls between the ages of 10 
and 18, on the three courts at Brewster Academy. I taught classes 
from 1:00 to 4:00 P. M. each day from Monday through Friday. 
The Town paid $250.00 for the rent of the courts from July 6 to 
August 27. The Town does not pay for any equipment, so we 
formed a Wolfeboro Junior Tennis Association and charged a 
membership fee of $4.00. With the fees, we bought all of our 
supplies and trophies. At the end of the course, we ran a series 
of tournaments and trophies were awarded. The trophy for the 
number one seeded for boys and girls can be seen in the Wolfeboro 
National Bank where it is on display. With the help of several 
parents for transportation, we were able to take 25 junior tennis 
students to the Tennis Tournaments‘at The Longwood Cricket 
Club in Brookline, Massachusetts. 
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The Tennis Program for adults was in the morning from 
9:00 A. M. to Noon, Monday through Friday, from July 6 to 
August 27th. This was not sponsored or paid for by the Parks 
and Playgrounds Department. I organized this on my own be- 
cause I felt it was needed. So, I arranged to rent the tennis 
courts, had applications printed, along with membership cards, 
and placed the applications around at Winnipesaukee Motor 
Craft Store, Town Office and carried some in my car. I was hop- 
ing for 35 members. Well, I got the 35 members and probably 
could have had 135. I think I turned down that many. We just 
don’t have enough courts to accommodate all of the people who 
like to play tennis. This was so successful, I feel it should be 
made a part of the official program in the future. 


As Director of Recreation, I have continued to attend Tennis 
Clinics conducted by the New England Division of the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association in preparation for the instruction 
of tennis. I attended the annual meeting of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association in Framingham, Massachusetts, where 
the subject of the meeting was the teaching of tennis to young 
people in both private and municipal programs and the proper 
organizing of tennis tournaments. I have also attended monthly 
work-clinic meetings as a member of The New Hampshire Rec- 
reation and Park Society. 


We have continued the program worked out with The Gov- 
ernor Wentworth School District for the use of the Kingswood 
High School Gymnasium for indoor recreation for Sunday morn- 
ings and Monday evenings. 


I anticipate being able to assist the Senior Age Group for 
some activities and meetings during the summer at Abenaki. 
Throughout the year, I have cooperated with the Girl Scouts, 
the Kindergarten and Nursery Schools and the class for special 
children at Carpenter School, and other organizations who 
desired to hold an outing at Abenaki. 

It is my feeling that the Recreation Department should 
provide community recreation to people of all ages, not just 
for the children, and I hope ‘we can develop programs along a 
more general line in the future. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the many 
people who have made donations of time, service and moral sup- 
port to this department, including other town departments.

Report of the Librarian 


We have had a busy year at the Library. The circulation was 
larger than in 1970. The usual services were maintained, books 
taken to shut-ins, special books borrowed by inter-library loan 
for students and others, talking books made available for those 
unable to read ordinary print or too handicapped to hold a book 


More than 2,000 books have been moved upstairs, and sev- 
eral hundred more will be placed there. They are still available 
to our readers. 


Our big problem is lack of space for working, for shelving 
our books and for patrons reading. 


Yearly circulation of books, magazines and pamphlets was 
as follows: Adult fiction, 13,861. Adult non-fiction, 7,775. Child- 
ren’s books, 7,540, making a total of 29,286. 434 new borrowers’ 
cards were issued. 104 books and 7 films were borrowed by mail 
from the State Library, and 820 from the Bookmobile. 


521 new books were added. Of these 77 were gifts which 
were appreciated by the librarian and our readers. 


My thanks to the staff for their loyalty and good service.

LIBBY MUSEUM TRUST 


Trustees of the Libby Museum 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 


Dear Sirs, 


Again due to the excellent weather there was a small drop 
of 137 in attendance from the year 1970. In 1971 6,121 visitors 
signed the guest book. August produced the largest number of 
visitors - 2,728. A larger number of New Hampshire residents 
visited during 1971 than ever before. Perhaps due to the new 
interstate roads, the museum had many more visitors from 
Ohio this year. During the winter season the museum was opened 
for school groups. Also before the regular season the Alton H*~ 
torical Society paid a visit. 


At the start of the 1971 season the museum put on exhibition 
an excellent specimen of the Wildcat, or Bobcat, which is a small 
North American lynx having a reddish-brown, spotted coat and 
a short tail. This exhibit was funded by the donation of the camp- 
ers of Camp Kehonka. The next additions were a mounted wild 
boar’s head and another wildcat. These were donated by Mrs. 
Arthur F. Bergeron of Tuftonboro. The animals had been shot in 
New Hampshire by the late Mr. Bergeron. — 


A donor from Rhode Island who wishes to remain anony- 
mous checked our coin collection and then donated seven coins 
which filled gaps in the collection. They were various “cents” 
from 1863 to 1908. Mrs. Robert W. Johnson of Danielson, Conn. 
donated a “BWI” dollar. 


In September two old supporters of the museum, Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard W. Kilburn of New Providence, N. J., donated 
$100.00 to purchase new exhibit materials. The Kilburns, who 
formerly lived in Canton, Ohio, have made two previous large 
gifts to the museum. The current gift will enable the museum to 
purchase several small mammals to round out our exhibits. 


The Wolfeboro Garden Club workers under the supervision 
of Mrs. James E. Bovaird again planted the annual flowers in 
the terraced trays at the museum. The Wolfeboro Highway 
Department with the assistance of the Kingswood High School 
portable staging, enabled the museum staff to replace several 
ceiling tiles which had been dislodged during the previous winter. 
The highway department also replaced two posts in front of 
the museum which had been involved in an automobile accident. 
The Municipal Electric Department furnished electricity for 
lighting the museum all year. The Wolfeboro Water Depart- 
ment donated water for. museum use. Each day of the year 
the Wolfeboro Police Department checked the doors and the 
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night lighting of the museum. Our local radio station WASR 
again helped in mentioning the museum on the air. Several local 
artists loaned their paintings to brighten the extensive wall 
spaces. I should like to thank the Wolfeboro Selectmen, who 
are also the Trustees of the Libby Museum, Mrs. Jones, Mrs. 
Jordan, the members of the Wolfeboro Town Departments, the 
artists, the donors and all the volunteers who aided this season.

Gentlemen :— 


Again in 1971, the members of the Wolfeboro Historical 
Society enjoyed a most interesting season, with much enthusiasm 
exhibited, not only among those attending the varied pro- 
grams held monthly, but by the hundreds of visitors to both 
Clark House, and to the Pleasant Valley School House on the 
Clark House grounds. 


The many young people who visit Clark House are the delight 
of the Curator, Mrs. David Fetzer, and of her assistant, Miss 
Florence Paine, who is also the Librarian of the Wolfeboro His- 
torical Society. When we say “young people’ we mean boys and 
girls under sixteen who are sincerely interested in the Revo- 
lutionary War period, and ‘we found them remarkably well- 
informed themselves! - 


During the season of 1971 we had registered in our guest 
book people of all ages and of all walks of lifé, many well-known 
collectors and dealers in antiques, as well as, surprisingly, more 
“natives” who had never been in Clark House than we ever had 
before. Souvenir plates and tiles may be purchased at the School 
House, as well as full-color views, both exterior and interior, 
made by Ned Bullock, whose artistry is a delight to the eye. 
These cards will be available in the School House, 


Guided tours, by appointment only, are given to both boy 
and girl Scout Troops, groups by Grades for Carpenter School 
and from Kingswood High School, as well as various organiza- 
tions. 


All meetings are held in the Pleasant Valley School House 
on the Clark House Grounds on South Main Street, with the 
exception of the November meeting, the location of which will 
be announced in advance in the Granite State News. Following 
is a brief summary of the meetings held in 1971:—May 3rd, 
Russell C. Chase of Wolfeboro, speaking on “Indians of the 
Northeast”, June 7, Paul C. Dunn of Mt. Washington who talked 
on “The Worild’s First Cog Railway,” July 12. John W. Noyes, 
whose subject was “Humorous Reminiscences.” August 2nd, 
John N. Feaster, D. D. of Portsmouth, N. H., talked on “Kenne- 
bunkport Authors.” Sept. 6th Mrs. Herbert Johnson of Wake- 
field, N. H., talked on the Preparation of a meal in the country 
kitchen “One Hundred Years Ago.” October 4, Vernon L. John- 
son and Robert L. Thurrell, both of Wolfeboro showed slides of 
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old photographs and talked on “The Good Old Days” (Wolfe- 
boro in the 1900s.) The last meeting was held in the home of 
Mrs. Christie Hamilton when Chester C. Fernald of Melvin 
Village reminisced on “Wolfeboro Characters.” 


We anticipate an even more successful 1972 season from 
July 5 through September 9.

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Report of Conservation Commission 


_.. Your Conservation Commission is again going to purchase 
1000 Autumn Olive seedlings in the Spring to be distributed 
without charge to Wolfeboro residents, who agree to plant them 
as a source of food for wild birds. Last year’s program was 
not successful, as the heavy snows killed many seedlings and 
we were only able to purchase 100 from the State Nursery in- 
stead of 1000 as ordered. We hope to do better this year. 


The Commission has a series of slides concerning pollution 
and our environment in general. We would be happy to meet 
with any interested groups at any time. 


“We have attempted to locate the boundaries of some Town 
forest land. with little success. We are now waiting for the 
completion of the Tax Map which should help locate these. 


We hope to start a tree planting program this Spring along 
our streets. This would be an annual program to replace trees 
lost to age and disease. The first year we will try to cover North 
and South Main Streets. 


We have met with the Tuftonboro Conservation Commission 
and had several meetings with the Lakes Region Conservation 
Commission, which proved very helpful and informative. 


The Commission would appreciate any suggestions or help 
of any kind, by individuals or groups, at any time.

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Chief Engineer’s Report — 


To the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager and the In- 
habitants of the Town of Wolfeboro: 


I hereby submit my reports for the year 1971. 


The Department answered a total of 73 Alarms for the 
Year which consisted of 51 Still Alarms, 15 Box Alarms, 1 Brush 
Fire, 6 Engineers Calls. The Alarms were comprised of 32 
Structual Fires, 17 Automobile Fires, 8 Grass Fires, 2 Smoke 
Scares, 5 Chimney Fires, 3 False Alarms and 6 Mutual Aid Calls. 


In responding to the calls the Department traveled 405 miles, 
employed 1600 man hours of labor, used 2600’ 34”? Hose, 1350’ 
114” Hose, 2350’ 21%” Hose, raised 208’ of Ladders and used 
55 Lbs. of Dry Chemica! Powd ler. The Hire Boat. was used for 
1 Island Fire, to check out 3 Smoke reports, and 4 other busines 
trips for the Town. 


Kstimated Value of the property where there was more 
than $100.00 damage, totaled $108,000. 00 anc the estimated loss 
was $42,150.00. The insurance carried on these properties was 
$82,600.00 and the amount paid for damages was $8,971.61. 


The Department installed 4 new Hire Alarm Boxes. 1 on 
No. Main St. near Port Wedeln Rd., 1 on Clark Rd. near the home 
of Fred Warren, 2 on Sewall Rd., 1 at C. Clements and the 
other one at the Navy Yard. In installing the Boxes the Depart- 
ment used 8600’ No. 10 H. D. Copper Twin Wire, Hangers for 
Poles, 160’ No. 14 drop wire, 70’ 5” Conduit and 7 Type DCB- 
84C Lightning Arrestors with Cartridges. 


The Members of the Department assisted the Local Schools 
and Hospital with Fire Drills, and inspected 29 New Oil Burner 
Installations. There were 9 members that attended the State 
Fire School at Fitzwilliams, N. H. and 5 members that attend- 
ed classes at Gilford Training Center. 1 member attended the 
New England Chief’s meeting in New Castle, N. H., 1 attended 
a 2 day seminar at White River Jct., Vt. and 8 men attended. a 
Forest Fire Wardens Training. Members of the Department 
assisted with Fire Drills and Fire Inspection of Boys and Girls 
Summer Camps. 3 men attended Patient Evacuation & Fire Con- 
trol at Nashua Voc-Tech. and 3 men attended the Seminar on 
Electric Code at Laconia Voc. Tech., in Laconia, N. H. This De- 
partment conducted classes at the Hospital on the use of First 
Aid Fire Extinguishers.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
LEST WE FORGET — IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds 
of homes are more prevalant on the west coast with their dry 
seasons and strong dry hot winds but 25 years ago this fall is 
the anniversary of a disaster that devastated large areas of 
northern New England leaving villages in ashes with rows of 
cellar holes and chimneys in a number of summer vacation home 
locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive day of October 
23, 1947. Nothing could ‘stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hamp- 
shire but they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel 
for fires is all around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by 
cultivating a habit of carefulness with fire at all times can we 
meet the challenge of protection when dry conditions prevail. 


Please let these reminders be your guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard 
a firebrand - a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The 
burning of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has 
rubbish collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be 
dangerous. See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed 
and if they are, put them DEAD OUT when leaving. 


4. MOST IMPORTANT - instruct your children in the 
danger of the lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or 
forest litter is a dangerous combination which leads to destructive 
loss and can lead to tragedy. 


The past year - 1971 was a favorable year for the control 
of fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We 
thank those who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s 
message.

REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


During 1971 sale of electricity continued to increase at a 
faster rate than the national average. Sales were up 12% over 
1970 and 150% over the past 10 years. There is no doubt but 
what the acceptance of electric heat has been the prime reason 
for the above average increase in sales with more than half of 
all new construction being “ali electric.” 


Despite the warnings of anticipated power shortages and 
the New England fuel crises the Department supplied all cus- 
tomers with all the electricity they required. A total of 20,282,300 
KWHs were purchased from Public Service Company of New 
Hampshire and 654,000 KWHs were generated. The average 
buss bar cost was 1.66c per KWH not including the cost of in- 
surance or depreciation. The average cost at the customer’s meter 
was 2.064c per KWH. 


The original contract with Public Service expires October 
24, 1973. With the advice and counsel of the Selectmen, the 
Town Manager and the Budget Committee, the Department will 
review the contract requirements and provisions to determine 
what changes are to be considered in order to economically meet 
the projected load growth after 1973. 


The substation additions were completed during the early 
Summer. The new 3750 KVA transformer was connected, test- 
ed and placed in service. The distribution circuit breakers were 
installed, the new underground conductors were placed in con- 
duit and the 5 circuits were changed from the power plant to 
the substation. The change over was completd in June. 


Upon completion of the transfer of the distribution system 
to the substation the old switches, instruments, conductors and 
associated equipment were removed from the power plant. The 
overhead control cables were installed underground as was the 
metering cables of Public Service. It is planned to landscape and 
light the area in 1972. 


The remodeling of the Town Offices was completed and the 
Department moved from Mil] Street to the Town Hall on August 
30. The Department provided a complete new 400 amp». three phase 
service; a new lighting system designed to provide 100 ft. can- 
dies of light; an electric heating system and the wire, wall boxes, 
outlets and the other electrical materials necessary for the com- 
plete rewiring of the old system. The cost of these materials 
was $4,316.50. 


The new offices allow ‘‘one stop” to all who have Town af- 
fairs to conduct. Electric and water and sewer bills can be paid 
and services discussed; taxes can be paid and the Selectmen 
and Town Manager can be consulted; tax maps and town records 
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are available; cars can be registered and dogs licensed; the Town 
Clerk can be consulted all on one floor and all in one building. 
The offices are well lighted and provide a comfortable and effici- 
ent work area for the employees and visitors. 


In addition to providing the electric materials for the re- 
modeling of the Town Offices, the Department provides numer- 
ous free services or service at substantially reduced charges 
such as: 


Year round electric service at the “Town Docks” for use by 
boats during the summer and for ice clearing aquatherms during 
the winter. 


The complete Christmas lighting system installed and 
removed each year and the lighting stringers maintained at 
no cost to the Town. 


Service to most Town-owned buildings is provided at the 
regular rate and paid for by the Town. The money received from 
these accounts is in turn paid to the Town by the Department 
as a contribution in lieu of taxes. 


The street lighting system is paid for by the Town on a 
per lamp per year basis. The charge is approximately one half 
the charge that would be made by an investor owned utility 
($138,226.00 compared to $26,551.00). As with the Town-owned 
building, the monies received on this account are paid back to 
the Town in lieu of taxes. 


The Department does the billing and accounting for the 
Water and Sewer Department and the Public Works Garage at 
no cost to either Department. 


Electricity is supplied at no charge to many community 
projects such as the Hospital Street Fair. American Legion 
Midway, Rotary Club Auction, Lions Winter Carnival, Arts and 
Crafts Summer Art Show, and other projects sponsored by Com- 
munity organizations. 


The above are not really free but are subsidized by the rate 
payers on their bills for electricity, rather than being applied 
on the tax rate. This procedure is very common in communities 
owning an electric utility and is one of the many advantages of 
municipal ownership. 


The constant rebuilding and improving the distribution 
system continued through out the year, and will, of course, con- 
tinue in 1972. It is anticipated that 2 miles of spacer cable will 
be installed from the substation to Forest Road on the North 
Main Street Circuit and 1 mile from the substation to Sewall 
Road on the Town Circuit. It is planned to replace all open wire 
construction on Main Street with spacer cable as time and eco- 


od 


nomics allow. In addition to providing additional capacity and 
protection from falling trees, spacer cable provides a neat and 
clean appearance, compared to open wire cross arm construction. 


Although there were numerous service outages, not as many 
as last year and the years before, most outages affected individ- 
ual customers and were of one hour duration or less. During the 
year there were six major storms that caused spotty outages of 
three hours or more. The most severe storm occurred August 
28 with wind, rain and lightning causing outages in most sec- 
tions of the distribution system. 


Once again we solicit the cooperation of customers in re- 
porting loss of service, non-operating street lights, limbs on wires 
and any unusual conditions causing service abnormalities. Re- 
ports of outages, etc, can be made by calling 569-3900 or 569-1115. 


By means of this report the Department conveys its thanks, 
and pledges its assistance and cooperation, to all Town Depart- 
ments for the assistance and cooperation received.
